COMPANY ORGANIZATION AND STRUCTURE 


The Consolidated Poods Corporation is a leading food processor, 
packer, and distributor. The company and its subsidiaries process, 
can, and package hundreds of different food products, including 
canned fruits and vegetables, diet foods, pickles, preserves, 
ellles, coffee, sugar, dried fruit, nuts, rice, frozen foods 
including fruits, vegetables, meat pies, and dinners), dried food 
seasonings, condiments, spices, and specialty items such as 
extracts, dressings, and sauces. 

Consolidated Poods operates 46 canning and processing plants 
and 30 distributing centers throughout the country. In recent 
years, it haB expanded considerably by purchase and merger.

Inc 
a producer of frozen bakery products operating plants in Chicago 
and River Grove, Illinois. Sara Lee's sales in 1956 were approxi¬ 
mately $10,000,000. - 

In November 1956, Consolidated acquired Klein Suoer Markets, 
±1 which cpera 1 ps 25 supermarkets In St. Paul and Minneapolis. 

Tris ccmpany'3 sales are approximately $27,000,000 annually. 

At aboJt the sa~e time. Consolidated purchased Morev 
Merman*ile uo._. a Denver wholesale distributor and processor. 

Morey uses the Drand name "Solitaire". 

Also, in November, 1956, Consolidated Poods' California 
subsidiary, Rosenberg Bros. & Co., I nc., sold its rice processing 
operations at Biggs, Cement City and Colusa, California, to the 
Rice Orowers Association of California for $4,250,000. This sale 
does not affect Rosenberg's dried fruit and nut operations. 

Finally, in November, 1956, Consolidated acquired Columbia 
Canning Co. of Camb’-la, Wisconsin. Itis company's sales in the 
year ending April, 1956 , were $1,195,181. 

Consolidated'a most recent acquisition came in April, 1957, 
when it purchased PhilllDSpacking Co.. Inc., a canner and packer 
of soups, meat products, and vegetables; freezer of a variety of 
foods; and manufacturer of cans. Phillips' main plant is located 
in Cambridge, Maryland. It operates a total of six plants in 
Maryland and three in Delaware.

EXTENT OF UNION ORGA NIZA TION 3/ 

Table 1 shows the extent of union organization among the facilities 
of Consolidated Foods Corporation. Of the 104 known facilities operated 
by Consolidated or by one of its subsidiaries or divisions, 50 are 
organized. Hie organized plants or establishments include 19 engaged 
in canning or processing and 31 in distribution. 

The company's distributing operations are organized to a much 
greater extent (31 of 51) than its canning or processing plants (19 out 
of 53). AH of the 31 organized distribution operations are organized 
by Teamsters. 

Tearsters locals have bargaining rights in 44 of the 50 organized 
operations. The Packinghouse Workers have 2 plants organized, and the 
following unions each have one plant organized - Meat Cutters, Brewery 
Workers, Grain Millers and an Independent Union.

EXTENT OF UNION ORGANIZATION ay 

Table 1 shows the extent of union organization among the facilities 
of Consolidated Foods Corporation. Of the 104 known facilities operated 
by Consolidated or by one of its subsidiaries or divisions, 50 are 
organized. The organized plants or establishments Include 19 engaged 
In canning or processing and 31 In distribution. 

The company 1 ** distributing operations are organized to a much 
greater extent (31 of 51) than its canning or processing plants (19 out 
of 53). All of the 31 organized distribution operations are organized 
by Teamsters. 

Teamsters locals have bargaining rights in 44 of the 50 organized 
operations. The Packinghouse Workers have 2 plants organized, and the 
following unions each have one plant organized - Meat Cutters, Brewery 
Workers, Grain Millers and an Independent Union.
